Fox, 
aVHawtaiit Secretary ..1 ihe Navy, cont»*rn- 
InK the aU.inpt to Vein force Fort Sumter in 
IHwL Tins report was, however, returned 
by the Senate to the N vy Department a* 
uncalled for by the resolution, a d now for 
the hrel time buds it* way into print. 

By it, the failure to reinforce Sumter is 
made to appear as having resulted from a 
"■• ^ukf" or misunderstanding between 
Mr. Lincoln and Air. Welles. To briefly 
run over the facts as presented, Capt. F«>x 
slates that, alter the return of the Star of (he 
West Irotn Charleston harbor, be pro- 
prosed a plan of relieving Sumter to Gen. 

«C'»tt, 

This was on the 6lh of February. The 
Oeneral approved of the plan, and on Hie 
7'h introduced him to the Secretary of War, 
Mr. Holt, who agreed to present the matier 
to President Kuchanan that evening. Upon 
ilk* following day, the 8th, he called open 
lien. Scott, who then intimated to him that 
probably no effort would b*» made to relieve 
the fort. Captain Fox adds that he "seemed 
much disappointed and astonished." The 
natural iniereuoe is that the tfeueral had 
« .nveised upon the subject with President 
liuchanan, w ho placed a veto upon the en- 
terprise. Here the affair tmded. On the 
i-.h pj March, one month and three da>s 
later, Pontoiatfer General Itlair sent for 
!.;in cant. Fox i, and together they pro- 
tK»«<"d to r'r. Uincolu t plan for reinforc- 
•nir r-'utut". which had r*t"i rejected by 
Mi. INehaMawA*. All three adjourned to Gen. 
'^colt's BBB I piat'er- <ora «">'tiMiltation. The 
latter B n ■• rit—pprot/ed of the plan, saying 
to the Tres'idum tbitt it was practicable in 
February, but the increased number of bat- 
teries erected by the reikis at the mouth of 
Cbarioblon had then, in March, rendered it* 
entrant* by us imp<«sible. Siill the Presi- 
dent und Mr. lilair believed that the project 
MM be earned out, and ou the lDth oi 
March, having obtained ihe necessary au- 
thority, Capt. Fox visited Fort Sumter, and 
learned from Major Anderson that the fort 
had sufficient suppliw* to hold out uulil the 
I n of April. 

While on his way there he fell in with 
Mr. Holmes, of California, formely a mem- 
l>er of t'ong'-eas from South Carolina, and 
Lawrence M. Keitt. In reply to question, 
from the latter, the lormer stated that Fori 
Sumter a as to Is* giveu up. adding, ' I ha\ 
the highest authority tor what I Bay." Up- 



on Keitt asking who, Holmes leaned to- 
wards him, and whispered some one's name 
which Fox did not hear, owing to the sud- 
den whistling ot the engine. 

Returning irom Charleston to Washing- 
ton, Captain Fox was summoned several 
time* ot fore the President, and on assuring 
him that the proposed plan was approved 
by Commodores Stringham and Stewart, 
— ■ . pinions u|s»n a naval matter should 
have more weight than General Scott's, who 
w a* v. rse l merely m military mailers, Mr. 
Lincoln on the 4th of April decided to have 
the "thing put through." Only nine davs 
remained uutil the l.">th, w heu the supplies 
of Sumter would give out.

Lane, Pocahoiikas, Pawnee and Powhatan 
were placed at his disposal by the Navv 
Department. Tugs and transports were 
also applied, and, all preparations being 
completed, the expedition set sail iu the 
second week of April. On arriving t tiie 
rendezvous oil Charleston Harbor, on the 
17th. Captain l ox hoarded the Pawnee im- 
mediately after arriving, and requested her 
Captain to convoy him to Fort Sumter, to 
which he was going to carry supplies. 
< aptain Ilowan replied Ahat "his orders re- 
quired him to remain ten inilea east of the 
light and await the Powhatan, and that he 
was not going in there to inaugurate < i \ ,i 

■ ar.'' He then apjdied to Capudu Faune*, 
of Ihe Harriet Lane, who accompanied hiui 
up the harbor. The rebels were shelling 
Sumter vigorously, and he put back to in- 
fer* Captain Rowan ot the fact. He met 
t he hMU-r, however, who now informed him 
that he intended "standing into the barb >r 
and sharing the fate of his brethren." 

< aptain Fox now delayed the operations 

■ .til the Powhatan should arrive, when 
very much to his surpis- he learned that 
f 'aptain Rowan had received a note from 
Capt. Meroer ot the Powhatan, dated New 
York, April «, stating that he had been de- 
tached by orders of a superior authority 
lrom the Charleston expedition aud sent 
elsewhere. 

On the 8th, two days after the date of this 
note, he, Captain Fox, had left New York, 
without receiving any intimation of this 
change. 

The Powhatan did not arrive, the fort 
was surrendered, and Major Anderson 
and hts band taken to New York. On ar- 
riving here Captain Fox says he learned 
thai when the Powhatan "was about to 
leave iu obedience to the orders ot the Sec- 
retary of tiieN«vy, two officers, Lieut. D. 
D. Porter. United Stales Navy, and Captain 
M. CL Meigs, I ui!ed H at** Brgrimw. pre- 
sented themselves on board with an oraer 
from the President of the United States, au- 
thorizing the former to take any vessel 
what/ever in commission and proceed im- 
mediately to the Gulf of Mexico. This or- 
der did not pass through the Navy Depart- 
ment, and was unknown to the Secretary 
of the Navy, and w hen signed by the Pres- 
ident, he was not conscious that his signa- 
ture would deprive me of the means to ac- 
complish an object which he held to be of 
vi t*l importance. 

It thus appears that after the Powhatan 
haul bean assigned by the Secretary of the 
Navy to ('apt. Fox, fox the Charleston e*

pedition, President Lincoln gave an order 
to Lieut. Porter to take any vessel for his 
expedition, and he took ihe Powhatan. In 
other word-t, Mr. Lincoln did not know 
that Secretary Weilcs had designated the 
Powhatan for Capt. Fox, and Secretary 
Welles did not become aware that Mr. Lin- 
coln had given any order to Lieut. I'orlcr. 
Ret ween the two Capt. Fox was deprived 
of his man-of-war. 

In a note to Capt. Fox, dated May 1, the 
President relieves him all censure for the 
failure of the expedition, and adds, by an 
accident for which you were iu no wise re- 
sp oi,Mble, and iK>ssibly I to some extent 
was, you were deprived of a war vessel 
with her men, which you deemed of great 
imp arlance to the enterprise." 

A -onipanying CapU Fox's report is the 
0 M i . spondeui e between himself and the 
President, Urn. Scott and others, in regard 
to the expedition and the President's or- 
ders, acting under which Lieutenant Porter 
took the Fo"vhatan. In his recent speech 
at Carksv i lie, Md., Mr. Blair asserted that 
the President was led to issue the order by 
Secretary Seward, w ho did not wish Fort 
Sumter to be relieved. 

This did not necessarily follow, however, 
puw Mr. Weed's detense of the Secretary oi 
>tate is worthy of as much consideration as 
Mr. Hlair'a attack. The mere fact thai Mr. 
Seward's name is attached to the order afier 
the President's is no argument that he was 
influential iu having it promulgated.

Q. If a man is hired, and does not work 
foithfully and honestly, what shall we do? 

A. Reduce his wages, or discharge him. 
I knew a man who became lazy, and onlv 
pielted fifty pounds of cotton in a day. The 
other hands complained of him, aud in- 
sisted that he should be docked in his 
"'ages. The next day, seeing what was 
coming, he picked two hundred pounds. 

<l. Rut suppose a man refuses to work al- 
to- ether? 

A. Treat him precisely as you would a 
while employee under similar circurn 
stances. 

il. Suppose the children of the freedmen 
l>ehave badly, what shall be done with 

ihelll ? 

A. Let them bo flogged. "He that spar- 
eth the rod spoileth the child." 

<i. Shall we do It, if the parents will no!? 

A. Ry no means. I wouldn't want any- 
body to flog my child. Do in this matter 
just as you would if the parents and chil- 
dren were white.

Death of .fudge Haliburton. 

Thomas Chandler Haliburton, lietter 
known to the world as "Sam Back, the 
Clockmaker," is one of the two celebrati d 
men w hose deaths are announced b, the 
last steamer.

College, end w as called to the bar in his na- 
tive cou'ity. Subsequently he was chosen 
tO the House of Assembly, and afterward 
tilled 'he office of Chief Jus ice of the f\nn- 
111011 Pleas and of the Supreme Court, Nova 
Scotia. His first literary adventure gave 
him a name, when, in 1S:>», he contributed 
to a weekly paper a series of articles, de- 
signed to c.irricalure the Yankee character 
under th.' title, "Lucubrations of Sam 
Slick, the Clockmaker." They were soou 
after oolleoted in a volume, which, under 
the title of "The Clockmaker, or Sayings 
md Doings of Samuel Slick of Siickv'ill. ." 
had a w ide circulation both in England and 

the United States. Hi* visit to England in

have no Intention or desire to ievolt. All 

they want is fair play and decent treatment. 
But the "Democratic" rebels must give up 
their pastime of murdering them "i<. spi;e 
the Yanks." There is a possibility of push- 
ing this sort of sport too far. Belf-de ense 
is the first law of nature. The patient, 
long suffering, docile and harmless blacks 
may be driven by persecution aud assassi- 
nation to the point of turning on their op- 
pressors and' striking back. The potto* 
needed, is not to help the rebels abuse the 
treedment, but to restrain them therefrom 
and to puuish them therefor; and it Mr. 
Johnsou does not khovv it already, i( is 
high time that he was correctly Informed.

The Alabama Constitutional Convention 
assembled at Montgomery last Tuesday. 
j*l fi— IT Kitzpatrick was chosen Presi- 
dent.

At the begining of the 
war Senator Fitzpatrick withdrew from 
f ortress with the bulk of Southern Rep- 
resentatives, but he has taken no active 
part in tbe rebellion.

Alphonso Kirk, farmer, living near Tay- 
iorsvilie, being sworn, testified: Was at Mr. 
Griggby's house in the latter part of Decem- 
l*r, lb64, when two men were killed; two 
Federal soldiers came to Griggby's— Capt. 
feM ormic-k and Surgeon Shirk; the brother 
of < "«pt. McCormiek, a colonel, had been 
sick at Griggby's house about a year before 
that, and the Captain had, at his brother's 
r< quest, called to pay his respects to the 
famn> ; they were expecting to have a par- 
ty tnat night, and a lot of youug ladies and 
gentlemen were in the parlor; while thev 
were in there the bell rang, and direclly 
Shirk and McCormick were shown iuto the 
parlor by the ser\aiii; they had not been in 
twenty unnuies when the black woman 
eauie in and said the house was surrounded 
by iruerrillas; Cousin Billy Griggby's sister 
said she had seen three coming over the 
fence * hen she w«« looking out ol the win- 
dow, but she did not know but that they 
weie Federal soldiers; the black woman 
said theguerrillas bud said, -there were two 
damned Yankee horses." and then com- 
menced jumping over tbe fence and the 
house was surrounded before the 
Federal officers knew anything about 
it; I went out and saw some of 
them run around ihe house; I knew 
some of the guerrillas; some of them 
were of Pratt s men; Shirk wanted 
to surrender; Lyon's command was 
reported in the country, and there were a 
good many Federal soldiers at Bardstown, 
sent there to meet him; Surgeon Shirk and 

• aptain McCormick had just come up and 

m- out to see Mrs. Griggby's family; 
the Surgeon wanted to surrender, and 
thought they would t»- treated as prisoners 
ol War; McCormick said he would never 
surrender; tthe guerrillas bolted into the 
house, a*J<i commenced liring; I was at one 
end of the hall ard the guerrillas at the 
other; the two Federal soldiers had '■ome 
out ot tbe family room into the irout room; 
I | n t know whether they crept under the 
beds or were under tbe bed clothes or not, 
but after tbe guerrilas left I went into the 
room and found the beds all torn to pieces; 
I don't know who did it; the guerrillas may 
i»e did in looking a'ter them; I think they 
-hot Shirk as soon as they opened the door; 

• aptain McCormick went into the family 
room again, and they were shooting at him 
there; he came out into tbe hall and said to 
Mrs. Griggby, "they have shot me all to 
pieces," and he fell down at her feet, and 
she asked them not to shoot him any more; 
I recognise the prisoner; saw him there that 
da> : he was in the house; I could not say 
whether he shot any or not: there were so 
many shoooting; there were a good many 
people in tbe house who had surrendered 
but they could not get out; the guerrillas' 
were between the negro cabins and the 
bouse, and they were afraid that some of 
tbe people in the house would be shot, and 
they had to look out for themselves; I think 
Magruder was among the first two or three 
that came into the house first: I know Mer- 
riman; be was there, I think be came iu 
with Magruder; saw Dr. Shirk and Captain 
McCormick after tbe guerrillas left; they 
were dead; at the time Shirk fell be had an 
apple, and be was lying on the floor with 
the apple in bis band; McCormick was shot 
twice in the face; 1 bad seen Magruder 
often before that in Taylorsville; couldn't 
tell how they were dressed on that day; 
they were dressed in so many different 
ways at different times thst I could not 
keep the run of them; I think McCormick

in certain journals of the cold- 
ical type, pleas- 
early extinction 
of tbe negro race on this continent. These 
speculations are always based on tbe his- 
tory of the Indian tribes. These tribes have 
receded before the advancing wave of civil- 
ization, until they have become a mere 
handful of thieves and cut-throats, hover- 
ing in pauperism, senility and malice 
around the froutier settlements of the Re- 
public. Being an inferior race to the Anglo- 
Saxon, their fate is supposed to prefigure 
that of the African. Such speculations can't 
proceed from any scientific inductions. 
For, beyond the single fact of inferiority, 
(which no man is competent to predict will 
be aluays a fact,) there is no analogy be- 
tween the character and circumstances of 
the Indian, and the African. The former 
has proved himself an incurable savage. 
He despises labor, learning, and all the 
habits, arts, agencies, symbols and appur- 
<enauces ol civilized life. He repels civil- 
ization, and regards its encroachment 
upon his domain as an affront demand- 
ing mortal vengeance. The consequence 
] is a state of chronic war with his civilized 
neighbor. And his extinction therefore is 
as rapid and certain as the spread of civil- 
ized society. The Indian, as a race, bears 
moreover the marks of senility, worn-out- 
ness and decay. His stolidity, gravity, si- 
lentness, power to dissemble and to conceal 
his purposes and feelings, lack of hilarity, 
buoyancy, humor; of playful and social 
characteristics, are all indications of old 
age. We believe somewhat in the doctrine 
that races like individuals have their "seven 
ages," their childhood, youth, manhood 
and decline. And the characteristic sym- 
toms of these several periods in individual 
life are curiously visible in races. If now 
we look for the sign- of age in the negro, 
we shall find every possible characteristic 
of boyhood. He is gay, hopeful, frolicsome, 
improvident, imitative, aspiring, sociable 
and irrepressible. He is fond of dress and 
show, inordinately gratified with praise, 
prone to look up to his superiors for guid- 
ance, and to regard such when they win 
his gratitude by friendliness with profound 
reverence and admiration. These are 
youthful traits. Every one who knows 
anything of the negro, knows they are 
prominently manifested in .him. It was 
less an intentional indignity than an uncon- 
scious instinct which begot the Southern 
hsbit of calling negro men "boys." Even 
the vices of tbe negro partake more of the 
recklessness of youth, than of the calculat- 
ing depravity of veteran years. 

But, again, his attitude towards civilized 
life, his estimate of its grandeur and desir- 
ableness, are exactly the reverse of the In- 
dian's. He shudders at being driven into 
tbe wilderness by himself. He likes to loaf, 
but it is in the busy haunts of industry 
and human activity that he desires to cio it. 
He has no love of solitude, and no intracta- 
ble aversion to the methods and habits of 
the white man. On the contrary, he is 
busy in perpetual imitation of these habits. 
The spectacle of freedmen of all ages 
crowding the school-rooms opened up to 
them by tbe noble philanthropy of "fanat- 
ics" is touching and profoundly instruct- 
ive. The concurrently significant spectacle 
of their eagerness to possess, and diligence 
iu cultivating laud of their own is not less 
so. In these two particulars the traits of 
the negro and the premonitory signs of bis 
probable fate are as diverse and opposite to 
'hose of the Indian as can be imagined. 
Pertinent to this subject is the following 
paragraph from a telegram sent over the 
country day before yesterday, giving some 
notice of the forthcoming report ol General 
Strong. Inspector of the Freedmen's Bu- 
reau. Tbe General admits to having gone 
amongst tbe freedmen with prejudices 
" rather unfavorable to them than other- 
wise." He spent three months investigat- 
ing their condition along the Mississippi 
and Red rivers. The telegram says : 

He visited many of the settlements and 
plantations, incog., and iu no single in- 
stance failed to discover evidences of ad- 
vancement beyond bis most sanguine 
hopaa. They are industrious, and their 
highest aim is to get possession of small 
parcel* of land to work for themselves, and 
in cases where they have accompl'shed this 
they have fairly amazed their old masters, 
the white cotton growers, by the heavy 
crops Oiev have got under way. Of course 
there are individuals in each community iu 
whom idleness and vice can't be overcome 
by the influence offered, yet these vicious 
drones are fewer in number than mean 
whites. Schools are plenty and flourishing 
among them. General Strong says the ease 
and eagerness with which old and young 
Iieedmen went through elementary text- 
books was astonishing. 

Such facts of conduct are the very signs, 
the unmistakable outward expressions of 
cnihztd <i.s } n rat ions. The raw that exhib- 
its them is not traveling towards extinction 
but exactly in the opposite direction. And 
whatever tbe ultimate fate of such a race 
may be, its extermination will have to be 
accomplished by a wholly different met /tod 
from that which has proved fatal to the red 
man. The latter committed the same 
blunder aud crime that the institution tf 
slavery did. He threw himself across the 
track of civilization, and attempted by 
bloody and remorseless violence to check it 
in its all-conquering career. His attacks 
ultimated in inplacable warfare. Probably 
the civihzee has been somewhat to blame 
for this result. We cannot stop now to 
consider that question. 

Our point is that there is nothing in tbe 
character habits or antecedents of the negro 
which will be likely to provoke against 
him those destructive energies of civiliza- 
tion which have pushed the red man to tbe 
wall. He is not at war with civilization. 
But is struggling under grave aud harrass- 
ing discouragements to assimilate, and to 
copy after it. And he is no mo e inclined 
to deliberately starve himself to death by 
indolence than other people. "But," you 
will say, "he is naturally lazy, and when 
not compelled to labor, he will be gradu- 
ally shoved aside by his more industrious 
white neighbor." So are you lazy; so is 
every mortal born of woman. It is a fun- 
damental characteristic of the natural 
heart. Persistent toil, is at first irksome to 
every human being. The actual enjoyment 
of methodical industry, is "second" na- 
ture, an acquisition and not a native in- 
stinct. Humsn beings do not make this ac- 
quisition except under the stimulus and 
pressure of adequate motives. Such mo- 
tives could never be developed in a State of 
slavery. Neither can they l>e developed 
under milder forms of oppression. Give tbe 
negro his liberty, all his inalienable rights, 
and the aame chance you claim for your- 
self. Let him understand that he is 
not only to work out his own sal- 
vation, but that he is to have his salvation 
after he gets it worked out! His 
off-hand logic in connecting tbe possession 
of knowledge and lands, with the stability 
of his freedom, and the permanence of his 
foothold in the land of his birth, sufficiently 
indicates bis reoeptiveness to those higher 
motives which have founded tbe arts, and 



built all the civilized structures of the 
world, and his capacity to reason from 
cause to effect far enough to see that he 
must maintain himself, if he expects to hold 
his ground amongst freemen. The race 
capable of such perceptions, and of coming 
under tbe sway of such influences, can only 
be exterminated by a deliberate, wide- 
spread and persistent malice on the part of 
the victor race, which it would be more 
foolish than even scandalous to attribute to 
the white inhabitants of this country.

No. 1 refers to the rumor that the Presi- 
dent intends to withdraw United States 
troops from all the rebel States forth- 
with. A correspondent of the New York 
Herald iB responsible for the rumor. The 
Journal says: 

He announces that President Johnson 
contemplates the early withdrawal of all 
Federal troops from the States lately iu re- 
bellion, assured, as he has been by numer- 
ous prominent and influential men, that the 
people of the South have in good faith ac- 
cepted the present position of affairs, and 
are ready to reorganize civil government 
upon the basis of universal freedom. This 
intelligence, if true, as we sincerely hope it 
is, should be \ailej unth joy throughout the 
land. 
No. 2 is as follows: 

From all accounts, a perfect reign of ter- 
ror exists throughout the borders of Tennes- 
see. Gangs of desperadoes are springing 
up In Bome of tbe most central counties, 
over which they roam at will, committing 
all sorts of crimes, aud defying the com- 
bined power ot the Government aud State. 
The feuds between rebels and Unionists are 
atio rendering the .State a perfect Uolyotha. 

The query arises whether the Unionists 
who are fighting it out with tbe rebels iu 
the "Golgotha" aforesaid, are under par- 
ticular obligations to "hail with joy" the 
intelligence that the little protection afford- 
ed them by the few troops left in that 
State, is about to be removed. For our 
part, we neither hail with joy nor receive 
with a particle of credence, the rumor from 
the New York Herald. Troops will be 
withdrawn from the late rebel States iu a 
gradual manner, by installments, and with 
exceeding eaution. We believe tbe Presi- 
dent haa been a little over-confiding toward 
tbe Mississippians, but w« shall "hail will, 
joy" the evidence of our own mistake in 
that case. And we cannot doubt that the 
President will tarry a bit to watch the result 
of that experiment before repeating it.

It is a prolific vine 
and is superior to the Catawba, from the fact 
that it is not subject to mildew or rot. The 
wine produced from this grape have a fine 
taste, with a body superior to that of any 
American grape yet brought into notice. 
Mr. Sackstider is as yet the only manufac- 
turer of this wine in Kentucky, which bids 
fair to surpass In quality any yet brought 
to the notice of the American grape growers. 
Such has been the demand for this sp. i i. s 
of grape that the price has been too high for 
a general introduction by our vine growers. 
Tbe cultivation of the vine has been so 
successful that the cost has been reduced, 
and the demaud Ii far ahead of the supply. 
Mr. B. also exhibited a very fine Venango 
wine that won the praise of many for its 
fine flavor, being noted as especially sweet. 
The display of fruits and flowers was better 
than yesterday and promises to be better 
yet to-day.

— Yesterday, being 
the 15th, most of our police force appear- I 
on duty in their new uniforms. We think 
they make a very handsome appearance, 
aud are a great improvement. Now that 
our Council have carried the mattei through 
successfully, and established the uniform 
system, we think they should, as a matter 
of justice, pay for the first uniform. It will 
be a small matter to the city, the whole lot 
not costing over three thousand dollars. 
Most ot our policemen are men of large 
families, and cannot well afford, on their 
small salaries, to pay for this uniform. The 
term for which they were elected has near- 
ly expired, and as they are dejiendent on 
the votes of the Councilmen for*a re-elec- 
tion, they have no guaranty that tney will 
be in the service of the city for more than 
six months more. If they are compelled to 
pay for tbe suits, it will impose a tax of 
nearly seven dollars per month upon them. 
And should they, by any means, have their 
clothes spoiled in making arrests— and it is 
often tbe case that they do— there will be 
this additional tax. As they were elected 
after the uniform ordinance was adopted, 
they did not make calculation to pay this 
morey. Their salary is barely sufficient, 
and we hope that our Council, as an act of 
justice, will pay for the uniform.

The Indian Council—Permanent Treatj 
of Peace Signed. 

Fort Smith, Ark., Sept. 14.— The follow- 
ing tribes to-day signed the treaty of per- 
manent peace with the United States, as re- 
presented by loyal delegates: Osages, Semi- 
noles, Creeck, Chickasaw, Cowskins, Sene- 
cas, Shawnees, Choctaws, Pawpaws. Tbe 
treaty concludes as follows: The under- 
signed do hereby acknowledge themselves 
to be under th ; protection of the United 
States of America and covenant, and agr» e 
that hereafter the>y will in all things recog- 
nize the Government of the United State* 
as exercising executive jurisdiction over 
them and will not enter into any allegiance 
or conventional arrangement with any 
S'nte, imtion, power or sovereigu whoso- 
ever; that any treatj' of alliance lor ct->-i i 
of land or any act heretofore done by them 
or any of their property, by which they re- 
nounced their allegiance to the Uniteti 
States is hereby revoked, cancelled and re- 
pudiated in consideration of foregoing stip- 
ulations made by members of the respec- 
tive nations aud tribes of Indians present, 

The United States, through its Commis- 
sioners, promises that i will re-establish 
MM aud friendship with all the nations 
and tribes of Indiaus within the limits ot 
the so-called Indian country; that it will af- | 
ford ample protection for the security of 
personsal property of the respective nations 
or tribes; aud declares its willingness to 
enter into treaties to arrange and settle all 
questions relating to an i growing out ol 
lunuer treaties with said nations as ftHfetst- 
•d by any treaty made by said nation - 
with the so-called Confederate States, at 
this Council now convened for that purpose, 
or at such time iu the future as may be ap- 
pointed. 

Circular from the Treasury Departmt nt. 

Washington, Sept. 15. — The Secretary oi 
the Treasury has issued a circular letter to 
Coll. -dors ol Customs having charge of rev- 
enue cutters. It says, among other things, 
the r< ipiirements of law will not be satis- 
tied by simply speaking in-coming IMHill 
they must be boarded and actually exam- 
ined, manifests certified, copied, reccive.l 
and hatches fastened if there be just cause 
of suspicion the vessel contains dutiable 
goods not on the manifest and designed to 
be smuggled into the United Stales, a 
commissioned oflicer, or if one be not avail- 
able, a petty officer of the cutter, will be 
placed ou board the vessel, to remain will) 
her till she arrives at her destination.
